New Orleans, Sept. 23. — Yellow 
fever ifl increasing in this city, and dur- 
ing; the past 24 hours there have been 13 
new cttee reported and two dcstUt. 
The ii«w oaMe for the meet part aft 
widely Kattered and aeveral of them at 
leait do not erem to have been the oat- 
come of local infection. It is apparent 
that the inicrohcs bronglit over in bag- 
gage from Biloxi and Ocean Springs are 
•till incnbating, and that many more 
cases of fever are to be looked for. The 
system of quarantine and sanitation in 
TOgne here is nnqucstiouaWy showing 
good resnlt.a. and whatever spread there 
is of the sickness is confined to liouses 
in which yellow fever already exists, or 
in the premise! Immediately adjoiniiig.

Dr. LoTell'a death has been expected 
for four days. He contracted the dis- 
ease while attending a number of pa- 
tients who wore suffering with the 
Ocean Springs fever. He overworked 
himself, and when itrioken his consti- 
tution had been so mnoh shattered that 
the chances were against his recovery. 

There were seven new cases reported 
at Ocean Springs yesterday and seven 
patients, who had been ill, were dis- 
charged. There are still 15 nnder treat- 
ment. The names of the new cases at 
Ocean Springs were not made public 
because the doctors said the sickness of 
each was extremely mild. Only one of 
the patients at the Springs, Mrs. Cub- 
bage, is reported a-; still being in a 
somewhat dangerous condition. 

At Biloxi, Michael Levy, aged 17, died 
of the fever. I. W. Swetnian, a prom- 
inent druggist of Biloxi: and his wife 
are among the new cases of sickiu s.s re- 
ported.

YELLOW FEVER IN LOUISVILLE. 

A Refngee From Moiiii.- Taken Siek Wltb 
tht< I)l»caMt-. 

Louisville, Sept. The second 

case of yellow fever to develop in Louis- 
Tille was yesterday announced by 
Health Oillcer White. The firstca.se 
was that of I'rank De Kumsey, who 
died at an iniirniary in the city on Au;;, 
10. Mr. De Rnmsey came here from 
Ocean Springs, Miss. Soon after his 
arrival he was taken sick. He was im- 
mediatelj removed to the infirmary, 
where he died in afewdaya. Every 
preoantion was taken and there was no 
spread of the disease. 

The second case of the disease was re- 
ported by Health Officer White yester- 
day afternoon. The patient is John 
MoDoonll, a machinist in the Lonis- 
villeand Nashville raihroad shops at 
Mobile. MoDongall arrived here from 
ICobile on Sept. 9. He was taken ill 
last Wednesday, and as his illness 
showed peculiar svmptoms Health Offi- 
cer White was caUed in consultation. 
The doctors watched the case carefully, 
bnt it was not until yesterday that they 
were able to diagnose it as yellow fever.

ARROYO'S SL AYER FOUND OUT.

OiTT OP Mexico, Sept. 23.— Senor 
Don Ednardo Velasquez, late chief of 
police, has confessed that he directed 
the killing of Arroyo, the assailant of 
President Diaz. Velasquez was re- 
moved from office and placed in Belem 
prison on suspicion^ having acquiesced 
in the killing of Arroyo. Yesterday, 
during the offloial investigation of the 
affair, the former chief of police was 
placed on the stand and asked to detail 
his connection with the matter. To all 
questions he responded that he was a 
great admirer of the president and that 
he felt that the scandalous attempt 
bade upon his life merited severe pun- 
ishment. The judge permitted this 
evasive reply for some time, and then 
ordered the inspector to reply directly 
to the questions. Seeing no escape the 
chief confessed without reservation tlie 
part he took In the tragedy. 

Candido Cuellar, a groom in the mtv* 
ioe of Velasquez, was examined. He 
said on the night before the killing Don 
Ednardo had sent hitti to buy knives, 
whiofa he had delivered over to his mas- 
ter wlthont knowing for what reason 
he had been ordered to purchase them. 
The judge placed before Cuellar some 
of thetkaives used in the commission of 
the crime, mixed with others. Onellar 
picked out without any hesitation those 
ne had purchased.

Its Cradle. 

Fort Way.ne, Sept. 23.— A terrible 
story corner from Lake township, a few 
miles east of Fort Wayne, of the killing 

of the 7-months-old baby of Mr. and 
Mrs. George Auer. While the family 
were at dinner in an adjoining room 
the baby, supposed to be asleep in her 
cradle, pave vent to agonized screams. 

The mother rushed to her Child in 
time to see five enormous rats scurry 
away from the cradle. The bites of the 
rodents were plainly evident ou the in- 
fant's face. Dr. Cie.iry of Coesse was 
called, bnt his efforts to save the child's 
life were futile. The rat bite acted like 
the striking of a rattlesnake, and the 
infant died in -a few hours from blood 
poisoning. The mother is almost erased 
with grief.

It It Said That Over One Tbonsand Well

San Francisco, Sept. 23.— If the 
gtories told by the passentrers and crow 
of the sti amship (^ity of Peking which 
arrived here from Hong-Kong via 
Honolulu on Tnesd.ay evening be true, 
a state of affairs exists in Hawaii which 
demands the attention of the state de- 
partment. When the City of Peking 
arrived at Honolnlu, the attention of 
the other passengers on board that 
Steamer was attracted by the remark- 
ably symmetrical movements of 174 
Japanese steerage passengers w ho v> ere 
disembarking. Although classed ns la- 
borers, their well drilled and military 
appearance was too palpable to escape 
observation and occasioned considerable 
comment. 

The Japanese were apparently under 
the command of a veteran sergeant and 
divided into squads of 'iO, under non- 
commissioned officers. During the voy- 
age a mUitaxy discipline was observed 
which created comment among the 
other steerage paraongers and steamer's 
;rew, and many conjectures were haz- 
arded as to the meaning of their being 
shipped to the islands. It was general- 
ly believed that they were sent to the 
islands for the purpose of forcibly re- 
sisting annexation if necessary. 

Rumors of the presence of the 
mikado's soldiers are not now on the 
islands, and is is said that over 1,000 
well drilled men have already been 
landed there and about 400 veterans of 
the Japan-China war are expected upon 
the next steamer. 

ANNEXATION CERTAIN. 

Congress Will Ratify the Treaty aa Soon 
ae It Meete. 

WASitiNOTON, Sept. 2,"?.— The ratifica- 
tion of the annexation treaty by Ha- 
waii leaves tho iiue t;(j:i in such a shape 
that there will be no delay in the an- 
nexation 9f Hawaii, after oongreu 
me 'ts. 

The little opposition which has exist- 
ed in the senate to the annexation 
treaty has been growing b s-; and none 
of those who have bi en actively advo- 
cating the treaty have the least doubt 
of its prompt acceptance by the senate. 
This will be the iint important work 
taken up and disposed of wh«n congress 
reassembles.

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 23.— The peace 
of the aiitliraeite district was disturbed 
by only one outbrt>ak ye.sterday. When 
the men at Pardee & Harwood colliery 
reported for work, a crowd of strikers, 
led by women, assembled ahoat the 
mine, and there made threats of venge- 
ance to the workers and were so men- 
acing that troops \vcre itsked for. A 
detachment of cavalry was sent over 
and remained the greater part of tho 
day. There was no further troul>le. but 
(inly a small majority of' the miners 
Were courageous enough to wt)rk.

LUETGE RT'3 CE FENSK. 

Berolo KtTort Itelng Klade to Dreak Down 
the Stated Cane. 

CincAQO, Sept. 28.— The first wit- 
nesses for the defense In the Lnetgert 
trial were called yesterday and there 
will be three weeks of evidence tending 
to prove his innocence before the attor- 
neys in the case commence their final 
argaments. 

Attorney Vincent, for the defense, 
made the opening statement for Lnet- 
gert, and according to him .the defense 
will be simple. It will consist chiefly 
of a general denial of all the expert evi- 
dence submitted by the state, proof 
that the caustic potash used in the vat 
was purchased by Luetgert for the pur- 
pose of making sgap, and evidence 
tending to show that Mrs. Lnetgert is 
alive, and in ell probability in Oer- 
niaiiy. Concerning the rings found in 
the vat. Attorney Vincent said that 
they were not those of Mrs. Lnetgwrt 
and that he would prove that she had 
never seen them, muoh less worn them. 
He also declared that he would bring 
vritnesses to show that many of the 
bones identifled by the experts for tho 
prosecution as hnmon bones are in re.il 
ity thoae of the lower animals. He 
also asserted that Luetgert will go on 
the stand in his own defense. 

During the afternoon session of court 
four witnesses were heard. Tho first 
witness called was ex- Judge A. A. 
Goodrich, a law partner of ox-Judge 
Vincent, chief counsel for the defense. 
The witness said that ou May 8 Lnet- 
gert came to his office, and with tears 
in his eyes informed him that Mrs. 
Luetgert liad disappeared. It was on a 
Monday and Lnetgert sold his wife hud 
left ou the Saturday night previous— 
May 1. 

Luetgert told the witness that his 
wife was aii.u'ry becaus • Luetgert had 
lost his money and had left him. 

"1 advised Inm to keep the matter 
out of tho newsp ijiers," said ex- Judge 
Goodrich. "I told him if his creditors, 
to whom he owed some .iioO.UOU, heard 
of tho disappearance, Foreman Brothers 
would foreclose immediately." 

Ralph R. Bradley, auotluT law part- 
ner ol^ Attorney Vincent, testified in a 
similar strain to the evidence of e::- 
Judg • lioodrich. 

•i saw him in my ofHco May 4," sr.id 
the witness. '•Luetgert was very much 
(lei)ressed and shed tears as he related 
his troubles to me. He said he was not 
only in deep financial disin -s, bat that 
his wife had left him. He feared his 
business would be ruined.'' 

"What reason did lu; give for not 
making a search for hcrV" demanded 
State's Attorney Doni eii. 

"None, except that he desired to avoid 
publicity," replied the witness. 

Adolph Klaiidt, a drayman, testified 
that on May 1 he took tliree barreis of 
grt ase and tallow to Luetgert 's sausage 
factory. He understood th»; stuff was 
to be usi (1 in making soap. One day 
toward the close of April, the witness 
said, he was at the Luetgert factory and 
saw Mrs. Luetf,'ert, who seemed to be 
depressed. She rennirked duriiit,' a eon- 
vei-sation that nearly everything was 
gone, and she thought she would go 
too pretty soon and work ou a farm 
where no one knew her.

What The State Weather Biirean Hm te Say 
of tlie yatlook-Weekly 
Reftrt. 



[For Week Ending September X)th.J 

The week opened with excessive beat 

prevailing in all parts of the.'^tate. From 
the lOtb to the Kith inclusive the maxi- 
mam daily temperature over tba State 
averaged 98°. A number of correspond- 
ents report a temperature ot 104° on the 
I2tb tod 14th. Such intense heat was 
Dover known before in this section so 
late in the season. At least it surpassed 
all reconl.x of September weather for the 
past twenty-six years at Louisville. The 
mean daily temperature averaged about 
] ')^ in excess of the normal for all sec- 
tions. The beat spell was broken on the 
16th, when a change to cooler was her- 
alded by local showers in tnany parts of 
the State. As a rule Uiey were light and 
occurred mainly in the counties adjacent 
to the Ohio river, except in the Central 
section, where they extended as far as 
the bluegrass region. In Union, Jefler- 
son, Nelson, Shelby, Fayette, Madison 
and several cojunties in the northern pot - 
tion of the State the rainfall was sutli- 
cient to prepare the ground for plowing. 
Crops of ail kinds yet outstanding in 
these counties derived some benefit from 
these showers, but they came too late to 
materially affect tbo growth of com, 
which was the main staplo yet nnbar- 
vested. 

Over the State generally the crop situ- 
ation has not at this writing changed 
much since our last report, except that 
the work of shocking corn and cutting 
tobacco has been prosecuted most vigor- 
ously. It Is now estimated that about 
one-half of the com crop is in shock and 
three-fourths of the tobacco is boused. 
Only a small portion of th« crops re- 
maineil in the field liable to damage by 
frost, which seemed imminent at the 
close ot the week. A number of our 
correspondents in districts where consid- 
erable corn is yet uncut say it is already 
safe from posuible injury by frost. Late 
corn is of so little account in mosj; parts 
of the State that farmers are not paying 
much attention to it. They are cutting 
the early planted as rapidly as possible, 
and most correspondents say it will all 
be in sbock withln.the next weak or tan 
dava. 

Western Section.— The situation in this 
section is that of winding up the crop- 
growing season. Corn and tobacco, ma- 
tured or not matured, are being cut as 
rapidly as possible. Not that the farm- 
ess dread the prospect of a damaging 
frost, but because the extreme heat and 
droiUh have reduced these crops to such 
a condition that nothing can now im- 
prove them. As corn is being laid away 
a careful estimate of the yield in this 
section places it at from two-fifths to one- 
half the average crop. Tobacco will not 
exceed one-thinl of a crop. Brisk to 
high winds on Thursday blew down im- 
mense quantities of wititer apples. 
Farmers are still compelled to haul water 
to their cattle or drive them long dis- 
tances. The situation is becoming very 
distressing. Very little plowing has yet 
been done. 

Eastern Section.— Farm work as it now 
progresses is the same in this as in the 
Western section, except that farmers 
proceed with it in a happier mood. They 
have reason to be more cheerful than 
theii neighbors in the western half of 
the State, because their crop prospects 
are about 40 per cent better. Corn is 
estimated at fully three-fourths the 
average yield, and tobacco at two-thirds. 
The warm weather hastened the maturity 
of com. It is not, however, of uniform 
growth, being spotted and burned in 
certain localities owing to the uneven 
distribution of rainfall. Tobacco is being 
rapidly removed from the field, and by 
the close of next week there will be none 
of it exposed to damage by frost. Stock 
is beginning to suffer from the effects of 
dry weather. Irihb potatoes and tumips 
will not make half a crop.

II., iinfctte, September ITih.l 
The HouDdhead strike is a bin one 
The wildcat that wAs, wlien drilled in 
only concldorwl poofl for a twenty barrel 
well at best, will now be a surprise if it 
prodacofl iesB than loO barrels a day. It 
fehowcd 130 feet of dead oil in the hole 
when drilled in, and now at intervals the 
precious linid Hows in a stream tlie full 
capacity of the casing and each flow is 
Btronirer and continuea for a fireater 
lenjjth of tin»o tiian the one before. The 
first flow was made yesterday afternoon, 
Oharlay Keller, D. A. Emmett and Pete 

Oo&ningbain bad driven over from here 
in tbe morning w ith hearts that were not 
the liKhtest and upon arriving at tbe well 
they had the boiler fired np and enon>;b 
Bteani generated to run the bailer wind- 
lass. After dinner they ran tbe bailer 
down to see how much oil there was in 
tbe hole and would not have been sur- 
prised to have found lees than 200 feet 
marked on the bailer rope when it was 
drawn ap again, but' as tbe bemp as- 
cended they found it Iiiid been iininerseil 
in tbe much sought for crude to a depth 
of 600 feet. The bailer bad no aooner 
been returned to itf^ corner of the derrick 
than tbeynoticed a bubbling sound issuing 
from the well. " Put oat tbe Are," yelled 
Cunninitbam, who knew wliat was com- 
ing, and while KelkVand Kmmett were 
smothering tbe embera in the lire box 
beneath tbe boiler, a fountain of oil 
arose in the center of tiie derrick almost 
drowning a driller and rapidly forming a 
small lake within the banks of earth that 
had btsen thrown up aronnd tbe derrick 
before the well was shot. The well 
owners shouted and danced around the 
place like a small band of Comanche In- 
dian- doiii;; the sun dance, and several 
excited men and boyt< w lio had gathered 
around when the boiler was fired up 
were Feen tearing down tin- roail in bn;,'- 
gles, on bicycles and afi)ot as thou^di tbe 
jiroprietur of lia<)es liiinpelf was chasing 
them. Keller, Cunningham and Km- 
mett laughed to themselves for a few- 
minutes, tliinkiiit; that the people, who 
had never before witnessed the flowing 
f of an oil well, had become frightened and 
were fleeing; for tlicir lives ns if from tbe 
•mptiou of a volcano, but they were 
wrong, as they anon learned, for down the 
Dad from tbe village of Roundbead, a 
mile and a half distant, people came as 
fatt as possible, loaded into and onto 
every available conveyance an(l many 
people brought up the rear afoot. Al- 
most the entire population of the village 
turned out. Stores and shops were va 
cated as rapidly as the news spread and 
great excitement fircvailed. 

Tbe well made twj strong flows early 
in tbe afternoon, and Messrs. Keller, 
Onnnin^diam atid I'm met t hastened back 
to this city and sent men and material to 
tbe scene to provide tanks for the pro- 
duction.

A. ICmniett, (formerly of Maysviile, 
Ky. ). They located the well by the use 
of Amos Keller's invention, and their es- 
timation as to the value of that machine 
has gone up several notches since yester- 
day morning.
